Guam, 
May 5—(AP)—In one 


of the wildest battles of the Pa- 
cific war, Japanese hurled am- 
phibious forces, the first major 
tank-led counterassault 
of the 


Okinawa campaign, suicide boats, 
planes and 
pilot-guided 
flying 


bombs at American forces yester- 
day 325 miles south of Japan. 


Every attack was broken up 


but five light U. S. ships v/ere 
sunk and others damaged. 


Hundreds of the 4,000 attacking 


Japanese soldiers 
were slaugh 


tered in,,"the 
best day 
of Jap 


killing since the Okinawa cam 
paign began", 154 planes 
shoi 


down and 15 
explosive 
laden 


speed boats blown up. 


Under cover of early morning 


darkness four Japanese amphibi- 
ous units, totaling about 600 men 
attempted landings behind Amer- 
ican lines on both coasts. Three 
of these assault forces got ashore 
on the west coast in the rear of 
the 77th Infantry Division. Hours 
later they were still there, but 
they were trapped 
and 
being 


wiped out. 


Boats carrying 200, constitut- 


ing the fourth group, were strand- 
ed on a reef off the east coast. 
Yanks in amphtracks annihilated 
them. 


More than 3,000 Nipponese at- 


tacked 7th Division positions on 
the east flank at dawn behind 20 
tanks and under the protection of 
the campaign's heaviest 
enemy 


artillery barrage. 
Big American 


guns smashed the tanks. Seventh 
Division infantrymen stopped the 
charge in fierce hand-to-hand bat- 
tles and grenade throwing- duels. 


Actions Coordinated 


All of the ground acticlns were 


coordinated wtih an air-sea 
at- 


tack on U. S. fleet 
and

units offshore. 
Suicide 
boats, 


their prows packed with explo- 
sives, corkscrewed into the fleet 
before dawn.

the black market is abundant pro- 
duction. That \vc must have." 


A place on WPB's critical list 


i would mark as war-essential all 
phases of food production, 
can- 


ning-, storage, processing, distri- 
bution and marketing. Now only 
the fiah canning- and dairy prod- 
ucts industries are on the critical 
list. 


Three-Point Program 


Anderson and Jones together 


framed this three-point program 
they said would crack the food 
crisis. 


1. 
Top priorities for the food 


industiy so it can expand plan 
and distribution facilities to han 
die greater field production. 


2. 
Use of more war prisoners 


to work in sugar beet fields to 
help produce a bigger crop. 


3. 
Draft deferments for fooc 


industry workers. 


"Jo.-ies thinks food should be on 


WPB's 'Critical list' and I think 
he ought to have it," Anderson 
said. "It won't do any good to be

Youth and Scouting in Lee County 


If any group of young- folks in Lcc county have a desire to form a Scout 


Troop, cither boys or girls, executives in Dixon point out that th« first thinf is 
to find a group of adults who will sponsor them. Thia group may be one which is 
already organized such as church groups or social groups or it may be just some 
citizens who are willing to join together for just the one purpose of sponsoring 
the Scouts. 


This sponsoring group docs not have arduous comes; iney merely find leaders, 


meeting places and organize any drives which are necessary for the financial assist- 
ance of the troop. 
Financially speaking, unless some special project is sponlored 


there is not a great need at least at the beginning of the program. 


The young folks who want a troop should be careful that all the members 


arc in the same age group so that they will be eligible for the same kind of Scout 
work. 
Boys are grouped by ages about as follows: Cubs 9 to 11, regular scouts 


12 to 15 and senior Scouts from there on. The girls try to arrange their groups 
this way: Brownies 7 to 10, regular Scouts 11 to 14 and senior Scouts older. School 
class groupings and other things keep these rules from being followed without 
exception. 


Finding a leader for a new troop is one of the most difficult tasks these 


days. The persons chosen need not have former Scout training because the national 
organization in both cases makes arrangements for providing them with handbooks 
and literature which will acquaint them with the program. The Dixon executives 
can give valuable helps to the new leaders also. 


An example of the training- which is available to potential leaders is the 


two-day training course which the Girl Scout council in Dixon is sponsoring. One 
course was given in April and the next will be in September. These courses are 
open f.o any person who cares to attend them. While the material that is presented 
is primarily that which is recommended by Scout headquarters yet there are many 
things which can be used by leaders of other girls groups who are not in the Scout- 
ing program. In April groups of leaders came from several parts of Lee and adjoin- 
ing counties to join with those who were interested locally in girls leadership. 


If Boy or Girl Scout troops are formed at the present time it will provide 


a recreational and social program for the summer if desired and it will also make 
the group eligible to go to the Boy or Girl Scout camps as regular members this 
summer. 


Any group of citizens or young people who are intersted in forming a new 


troops are asked to contact W. C. Thompson, Boy Scout field executive at Dixon 
or Mrs. George Lindquist, commissioner of the Girl Scout council at Dixon. Any 
young folks who are in a community where a troop is already functioning should 
see the local leaders and arrange to join that Troop or if the group is too large 
or the age worng, to start 
a new troop.

Since the passage of an ordinance by the Dixon 


City Council prohibiting the sale of alcoholic liquors 
within 24 hours after the announcement of the ces- 
sation of hostilities in Europe, numerous comments, 
both written and spoken, have been made concern- 
ing the propriety of the action.

The Security 
Conierenue con- 


vened in an atmosphere of sad dis- 
agreement. 
There were the un- 


settled question whether Moscow's 
puppet Lublin 
Committee could 


represent Poland; the Soviet de- 
mand for three Assembly votes; 
Mr. Molotov's sharp objection to 
Secretary Stettinius as permanent 
chairman. 


Of these, only the Lublin Com- 


mittee item possesses major sig- 
nificance in its own right. 
The 


others served chiefly to highlight 
what has become disconcertingly 
evident as time went on. that Mos- 
cow's definition of "co-operation" 
is "follow the Soviet leader." 


Neither the machinery of the 


Conference nor even the machin- 
ery of the proposed new league is 
going to determine whether peace, 
or World War III. is just around 
the corner. The world's future de- 
pends upon the willingness of all 
nations, great and small, to col- 
laborate with mutual respect and 
trust. As the Soviet's controlled 
press put it well, though referring 
only to the smaller nations, the im- 
portant thing- is that all peoples 
shall prove willing to "bring their 
national aims and interests .nto 
harmony with the interests of all 
the peace-loving powers." 


It is not because Russia favors 


the Luhlin Committee, or wants 
the Ukraine and White Russia to 
have seats in the Assembly, or 
prefers four co-chairmen for the 
conference instead of one chair- 
man, that is disturbing. Nor does 
it seem reasonable for a moment 
that Premier Stalin considers any 
or all of these things transcendaut. 


The danger conies from Russia's 


insistence upon making the rules 
ae she pleases, 
usually 
without 


consultation even with the other 
great powers, and leaving it to the 
rest of the world to Lakf those 
rules or leave them—or just what 
do we think we can do about it? 


Even when there is consultation 


and agreement, as there was at 
the Crimea Conference about re- 
vision of the Lublin Committee, 
Moscow cynically ignores the min- 
ute concession she has promised 
to make in return for our much 
greater waivers. 


No sincere advocate of world 


peace through 
international or- 


ganization will worry unduly about 
whatever machinery may come out 
of San Francisco provided it is de- 
signed by the frank, trustful, sin- 
cere co-operation of the nations 
represented there.

The precise degree of progress 
that has been made is that Russia 
ha3 shown a willingness to coop- 
erate and that this has put the 
delegates naturally in a belter 
frame ot mind. She has nccepted a 
decision against her, made in a 
democratic way. 


Now if this now spirit can be 


carried forward to the application 
of all problems, then the new era 
will truly have arrived. 
But to 


keep a proper perspective ot Hie 
actual condition, it must be report- 
ed tliat the problems still reniiim-- 
all of them—many 
grave, 
deep 


problems of every economic, 1'inan- 
cial nnc! political nature. 
What 


has been done here so far has 
been merely to get an agreement 
on the organization of the confer- 
ence. Therefore it should be plain 
future hopes hen' can not be based 
on "the receptivity" of this govern- 
ment's attitude toward Russia, but 
upon the receptivity < > f the Russia 
attitude toward democratic pro- 
cesses.

1 would say 
that as far as words are concerned 
most of the nations arc not far 
apart, but some of them were not 
represented 
in all these expres- 


sions. 


It may be reported, also, that 


the smaller nations will win con- 
eessions in the Dumbarton form- 
ula, the extent and nature of which 
will be ironed out by bargaining 
--and 
this- represents progress 


also. 


Behind all these developments 


however, the nations were sound- 
ing each other out. 
From their 


experiences they have a more com- 
plete knowledge of just how much 
each one wants. 


To that extent, great progress 


has been made. But it would be 
safer to report nrogress here—not 
victory.
